THE COAL TRADE,

The Hospension, Its Consequences and the
Prospecis of s Uentinunnce—The Yenr's
Business In All the Hegloasn—The Usmplete
Younnge for the Week -Fhe Buaslness irom
thin Pert for the Yenr,

The suspension etill continnes, and is as gene-
ral as the officers of the W. 1. A, could possibly
make it under the most [avorable cireum-
stances. The only collieries which nre work-
fog are about four or five in the Schuylkill
reiion, about the same number in the western
rk of Schuylkill coanty, and those in the
kaunn Valley, where the W. B. A. has no
jurisdletion. There are rumors of several more
starting in Schuylkill, and aleo of those which
are runping stopping through the eitorts of the
W. B. A., but, as far ag can be ascertaloed,
these are raomors only.

In the Wyoming region the men are taking
things ('amlf}', waiting for the suspension Lo come
to 4 natural termination; but from Schuylklll we
have reportz of violence in several instances
botween the etriking men and those employed
in the working collieries. This gives the sus-
pencion there much more the appearance of a
regular gtrike, violence and lawlesaness bLeing
the almost inevitable accompaniment of idleness
in that reglon. It is to be sincerely hoped that
work will be resumed by the first of next month,.
It certainly will be in the SBeranton region if the
companics see it to their advautage, no matter
what the men may say.

The lron wen of the Lehlgh region com-
plain that this suspension (suspensions gene-
rally also) s greatly injurious Lo thelr husineszs.
Thoy sulfer beeause they have no facilives for
stocking large amounts of coal, which, there-
fore. has to be handled consliderably before get-
ting it to the furnace, thus putting them to
great expense.  ‘The coal algo being exposed Lo
the wenther, is not so good for thelr purpose,
They also complain that the uocertainty o
the duration of the sirlkes is a great annoy-
ance: but this inconvenlence i3 comumon to al
having anything to do with the trade.

The yearly reports from all the regions are
coming in :?m\']y. The Miners' Jowrnal gives
the following fligures;—Total from Belnvikill
counly. during the year, 8,188 420 tons; North-
wiberland connty, 1,030,713 tons; Colambia
connty, 807,651 tons, and Dauphin eounty (semi-
bituminous), 453,817 tons. From the Lehigh
region 2,850,401 tons were sent; from the Cam-
berland, including gas coal from West Virrdnda,
1,965 U954 tons, n decrease
The Lykens Valley collieries produced 455,817
tons during the year.

The reports of the mining Inspectors for the
districts embracing Schuylkill, Northumber-
lund, aond Dauphin countles state that there
are employed in and abont the collieries of those
digtriets 50000 men and boys. Of this number
21,000 are employed In Bchuylkill and 9000 in
the other counties, These counties mined, in
1870 6,166,500 tons, of which 4,920,518 were sant
1o market, and tke balance, 1,345 101, wera,con-
gumed in the reglons. This would give 157 tons
mined to each man and boy during the year in
Schuylkill connty, and 2496 tons to each in the
other countics, Deducting one-sixth of the
employes as engaged in the improvements, ete.,
and other work about collieries, it wonld give
245 tous to each mau and boy in Schuylkill, and
278 to ench in the other counties.

It is cetimated that of the 4,910 518 Lons of
fonl mined, preopared, and sent to market,
about one-tixth, or 820,000 tons, wera wastaed in
its preparation for market, and had to be hanled
from the collieries as waste and dirt.

The following is the complete summary of the
trade for the past week, ns reported for the
Pottsville Miners' Journal of to-day:—
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=1t will be seen that there were 102,830 tons
of nll kinds sent to market for the week,
against 106,637 for the corresponding week last
vear, of which 94,826 were anthracite. The
trade Is also ahead of last vear, so far, 534,556
Luns.

“‘There is, therefore, no uge in running up
the prices of coal so mueh in our clties, as soms
are trying to do. The mines that are worklng
will give n eupply untll arracgements are made
to zo to work agale.”

There are no quotations this week for freights
or prices from this port, ns business is practi-
cally at a standstill, 8o far as the wholesale
trade is concerned. For the coal on hand at
all the shipping ports the prices have advanced,
but the demand is not good.

The following table, reporled by Hammett,
Neill & Co,, shows the amount of coal shipped
from Port Richmond to the various points men-
tloned doring the yvear 1870, as compared with
the previous year:—
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From this it will be seen that the exhibit for
this year's bualness 1s anything bul favorable.
Not only is the tolal amount far behind that of
last year, but, as stated in a former article, the
butiness with New York and all polnts con-
trolled by the New York market is not to be
compared with that of former years, This I3
owing Lo the difficulty of the high rates of
trapsportation which the Philadelphia opera-
tore have met witn this season, they not belng
able o bring ¢ to the near port of Phil-dot
phia from its mines at a8 cheap s rate as that at
which New York flrms were able to obiain it
direct from thelr mush more distant coal re-
fon. It is only to tide Bouthern ports where
ew York business |s ont of the question as an
opposition to ours that tho Philadelphia fgures
show any increase. In other cases the
fligures of last year are far inwdvance. The busi-
pess with New York iteelf shows the greatest
declipe, the amount sent in 18 belog nearly
double the amount sent jp 1570,

THE APPLE OF DISCORD.
i —
The Rumpus !n the Hounrd of Sinte Uharitlies,

and What Uceastened It—-Seme Light on the

Subjert.

It is very unfortunate that in many super
visory bodies there is usnally one membor wuose
eccentricities, or overboaring disposition en-
tirely prevents any harmony of action. We
have had one lamentable illustration of this
nature in an important body In our clty, whieh,
in the main, s constituted of gentleman of very
high attalpments and irreproachable standing
in the community. We have presented to us
pow another, and an equally forcible illnstra-
tion io a body, which tuough not local, has a
very important work in our city, viz.:—The
Board of State Charities. Juut st the moment
when the public wereanticipatiog the report ofits
dolngs daring the year 1870, we Jearn that there
is none, but in leu thereof the surprising state-
ment from the President of the board, General
Thomas L. Kane, that:—

“1t is my unpleasant Auty o enmmuaicate to you
fthe Legiglatnre] oMolally my deliberntely formed
opiaton that the Board of ComMissioners of abilc
Charities have rendered no scrvice ol respectable
importance or value o the Btate, and that they
have left wholly nnperformed duties which the pan-
lie confidently fooked o thom 1o exacute,"—
followed by a sweeping charge of general in-
competency on the part of the members, and
the negeveration that the experience of the
board inculeates another lesson, which in plain
terms ig: —*"The evil of appointing geatlemen of
independent jeans to such offices.”” Then comas
the condescending statement that perhaps the
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far 1870 of 185,875, |

gentleman named woinld have done creditably had
they been pald a monthly stipend, and labored
ander nn “'exacting chief of burean!"

For the purpose of getting a further insight
as (o the eanee of this discord, which provoked
the General to “rush into print,” we ealled upon
several gentlemen who have a kuowledge of the
trouble in the bonard, and from them learned of
gome queer idiosyneracles manifested by Lhe
General. On very many occasious (hese inter-
rupted the harmony of the meeting, and drove
ore of the members into resigxing. Mr. Penol-
man, of Pittbury, one of the original members,
withdrew, saying:—"I must resign, or Kane
will drlve me crazy." It happened on
mony occasions  when charitable [onstitu-
flicd applications with the board
for Siate ald, that General Kane would
often vote to triple the amonut nzked for, so
that when it was $1000, in the falness of his
heart the General wanted it to have 83000, Ax
the rest of the members could not coincide with
this, believing as they did that the insiitations
were Lhe best judgzes of their wants, thers
first arose o spirit on their part of consclentious
opposition, aud on his o feeling that his condja-
tors were beneath him in wisdom, aud as we
may lenrn from his letter to the Legialature, in-
firm of purpose.” In responze to our query,
“‘Was there apy diecord at the meetings?” Lhe
answer wis on the part of our Informant, *‘Oh,
no; imply that on pearly all questions the vote
was 4 to 1, and that one the Geéneral !

The latest event, which capped the ¢limax to
the unpleasantness, was In reference Lo the
annual report of the beard to the Legislature.
It is sald that this, the Genoeral,wblo ns we judge
from hig letter, knew his own good sense, and the
incapacity of his compeers, wanted to write and
gnbmit bimeelf. The mewmbers thought that it
should not be prepared by one alone, but by a
committee, which wae accordingly appolntad,

of thiree the General being its chairman. On
last Thursday week at Harrlebarg this commnit-
tee eat from 9 A. M. until 2 P. M., without
accomplishing aoything, and on the following
day another session succeeded with no better
result. The General conld not agres with his
bretlhiren, the brethren could not, although with
due defference to his superior wisdom and expe-
rience, ecoinclde with bim. Auother meeting
was to have been held, but iv & moment when
least expected—or not expected ot all —the Pre-
sident presents a reporl Lo the Legislature with-
ont the authiority of the board, and in which he
sets out with the statement:—*'I have not a
favorable report to present you of the ‘dolags’
of the board during the ponst year." Whether
such gentlemen ns Helster Clymer, of Reading,
Charles A, Woods, of Pittsburg, George Daw-
son Coleman, of Lebanop, and George L.
Harrlson of Philadelphia, are all in the wrong
and General Thomas L. Kanein the right is for
the reader to determine,

The Board of State Charities has accomplished
a great deal of good in Phlladelphin. Oane of
the first institutions that attracted the attention
of Mr. Harrigon, in this city, which formed a
part of the district undar his jurisdietion, was
the Almshouge. Here he discovered, in the In-
sane department, that carable patients were In
constant contact with those incurable and that
all were herded together by reason of a want of
room.

He had this matter before the bhoard, and the
result was an oflicial communieation to Conn-
cllg, upon which #%0,000 wus obiained to build
ndditions (now golng up). What for years had
been clamored for not only by the Guardlans, but
grand juries, this board obtained by placing the
subject, in all its gravity, before the clty govern-
ment. Another error was rectified. In the
Hospital, where it had been customary for but
ove pbysiclan in chicf to attend a day, there
being at the time 350 patients In it, now four
attend, and not only I8 the ground gone over
more carefully, but the poor and debilitated
wards of the cily oblain as good a treatment as
though they were attended privately. These
are two reforms which zo to the credit of the
mey who are *lnfirm of purpose.”

Many of the families of the French
soldiers are hemeless In that desolate country,
and it i8 to be hoped that the efforts of the
ladies of the recent French Bazaar to protect
them from the cold himsts of winter may be
attended with great snceess,
